WAR CLAUSES ARE CLEAR.

LONDON, Feb. 12, 3 a. m.—The announce- 
ment made in Parliament last night that 
England had abandoned its splendid isola- 
tion and entered into a defensive alliance 
with Japan has created a tremendous sensa- 
tion here. 

The negotiations had been conducted with 
so much secrecy that the news was an abso- 
lute surprise to even those close to the gov- 
ernment. Comment upon the treaty is 
varied, but the Parliamentary paper has 
gone far to dull the edge of criticism con- 
cerning the abandonment of Weil-Wai-Wei 
as a naval station. 

The announcement was launched in the 
form of a Parliamentary paper, giving the 
text of the agreement. It was concluded in 
London between Lord Lansdowne, Secre- 
tary tor Foreign Affairs, and Baron Haya - 
shi, the Japanese Minister, and was for- 
warded by the former on Jang 30 to Sir 
Claude MacDonald, the Minister at 
Tokio. 

Reasons for Treaty Set Forth. 

In explanation, the paper says the agree- 
ment may be regarded as an outcome of the 
events of the last two years. Throughout 
the Boxer troubles Great Britain and Japan 
had been im close and uninterrupted com- 
munication and actuated by similar views. 


To Preserve Empire Intact. 
„We each desire,” says Lord Lansdowne, 
„ that the integrity and independence of the 
Chinese Empire should be preserved, and 
that there should be no disturbance of the 
territorial status quo, either in Chine or the 
adjoining regions. 

The discovery that their far Eastern 
policies were identical resulted in each party 
to the agreement expressing its desire that 
their common policy find expression in an 
international contract of binding validity.“ 


Will Make for Surer Peace. 
Lord Lansdowne further says The British

Terms of the Treaty. 

“The following are the terms of the agree- 
ment signed in London-on Jan. 80: 

The governments of Great Britain and 
Japan, actuated solely by a desire to main- 
tain the status quo and general policy in the 
extreme Hast, and being, moreover, espe- 
cially interested in maintaining. the inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity of.China 
and Corea, and in securing equal opportuni- 
ties in those countries for the commerce and 
industry of all nations, hereby agree as fol- 
lows: 

Article 1. The high contracting powers, 
having mutually recognized the independ- 
ence of China and Corea, declare themselves 
to be entirely uninfluenced by any aggressive 
tendencies in either country. Having in 
view, however, their especial interests, of 
which those of Great Britain relate princi- 
pally to China, while Japan, in addition to 
the interests she possesses in China, is in- 
terested in a peculiar degreé politically, as 
well: as commercially and industrially, in 
Corea, the signatories recognize that it will 
be admissible for either of them to take 
such measures as may be indispensable in 
order to safeguard those interests, if these 
be threatened, elther by the aggressive ac- 
tion ot any other power or by disturbances 
arising in China or Corea, necessitating the 
intervention of either of the contracting par- 
ties for the protection of the lives and prop- 
erty of its subjects. 


Action in Case of War. 

Article 2. If either Great Britain or Japan, 
in defense of their respective interests, as 
above described, should become involved in 
a war with another power, the other con- 
tracting party will maintain strict neutrali- 
ty and use its efforts to prevent other pow- 
ers from joining in the hostilities against its 


ally. 
Article 3. If, in the above event, any other 


against that ally the other contracting party 
will come to its assistance and will conduct 
war in common and make peace in mutual 
agreement with it. 
Article 4. The contracting parties agree 
that neither of them will, without consult- 
ing the other, enter into separate arrange- 
ments with another power to the prejudice 
of the interests above described. 


Must Co-operate Frankly. 
Article 5. Whenever in the opinion of either 
Great Britain or Japan the above mentioned 
interests are jeopardized the two govern- 
ments will cOmmunicate with one another 
fully and frankly. . 
Article 6 provides that the agreement come 
into effect immediately, remain in force for 
five years, and be binding for a year after 
either party renounces it. But if, when the 
date fixed for the expiration of the agree- 
ment arrives, either party thereto is actually 
engaged in war, the alliance shall ipso facto 
continue until peace is concluded. 
The agreement is signed by Lord Lans- 
downe and Baron Hayashi, Japanese Minis- 
ter to Great Britain.

trip. The name of the donor of the law school 
fund has deen withheld. 


Dr. Harper Tells of Plans. 

“ The name of the School will be the School 
of Law and Jurisprudence of the University 
of Chicago,” said President Harper. “ It 
will be the only graduate school west of New 
York apd will rank as one of the first three 
law schools in the country. The endow- 
ment will be ample. Aside from the amount 
necessary to establish the school, $50,000 has 
been set aside for a law library. A special 
building will soon be erected on the campus 
at a cost of $150,000 to 6200, 000.“ 

Courses in the school will be open to grad- 
uates of universities or those who have fin- 
ished three years of undergraduate work. 
While the technical jaw course will cover 
three years, it must be preceded by prepara- 
tion which will include constitutional history 
and political economy, A student could be 
allowed to leave the junior college or first 
two years’ course of the University of Chi- 
cago course and go immediately into the pre- 
par&tory course for the law. school in his 
third year. In the senior year the first year’s 
work of the technical law school may be car- 
ried and a bachelor’s degree in college ob- 
tained, after which two years of graduate 
work in the law school are necessary for a 
law diploma. 

Faculty to Give Entire Time. 
It will be our policy to have as instructors 
in the law school those who can give their 
entire time to instruction,“ said President 
Harper. It is not our plan to employ prac- 
ticing lawyers. The faculty probably will 
number about twelve or fifteen. 
The new building, which will be begun 
as soon as plans are made, will contain the 
law library and the classrooms. It will not 
be ready by Oct. 1, and the law school will

Eight years ago fire did 81.000 damage to 
the home, and at that time four of the girls 
admitted they had started the blaze. The 
firé of last night did damage amounting to

“There were no evidences of kindling about 
the beds, but the beds were burning at the 
same time, and are wholly separate. Some 
of the girls might have thought that the 
doors would be opened and they could es- 
cape. None of them attempted to take the 
keys from, me, but all begged that I would 
throw open the doors.

Teller and Hoar Denounce Sedition Law 
8 and Declare the People All 
Want Independence. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—A stirring 
debate on the general Philippine question 
was precipitated in the Senate late today, 
the principal participants being Mr. Platt 
of Connecticut, Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, 
and Mr. Teller of Colorado. 

Mr, Teller said he did not think the hold- 
ing of the islands by this government ever 
would be profitable, and he could see readily 
that it might prove dangerous. It was con- 
trary to the nation’s principles to hold any 
people in subjection by force. 

“In the whole history of the world,” said 

he, no nation ever has elevated the people 

of another race or nation against the pro- 
test of the people whom it was attempted to 
elevate.“ 

Is the Senator entirely certain,“ inter- 
jected Mr. Platt, that a majority of the 
Christian people of the islands do not con- 
sent to our government?“ 


Bayonet Rule Is Denounced. 


Mr. Teller replied that if he could trust in- 
formation which had come to him not one- 
tenth of the people wanted the United States 
government in the islands. He urged. how- 
ever, that the Filipinos ought to be afforded 
an opportunity to express their sentiments 
without the fear of bayonet rule. 

Mr. Culberson interrupted to say that Gen- 
erals MacArthur and Chaffee both were on 
record as saying that practically the entire 
population of the islands was opposed to 
American rule, and that Governor Taft had 
testified that the Christians in the islands 
were vigorously opposed to the control of 
this government. 

Mr. Platt declared that nothing the minor- 
ity could say would convince him that the 
United States government was not making 
rapid progress in the Philippines toward 
peace and contentment. 


Hoar Ridicules the Elections. 


Mr. Hoar ridiculed the elections in the is- 
lands, declaring that under the sedition laws 
enacted by the Philippine commission it was 
a penitentiary offense for anybody in the 
islands to advocate a political opinion or 
political policy. He referred in a facetious

OLEO BILL CONDEMNED 
BY RETAIL MERCHANTS. 


Convention at Aurora, Ill,, Declares the 
Measure Is Work of a Butter Trust 
and Hurtful to Business. | 


Aurora, III., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—The con- 
vention of, the Illinois Retail Merchants’ as- 
sociation today was marked by a greatly in- 
creased attendance from all over the State. 
The main features were discussion of the 
pure food laws, heated debate over action on 
the question of bankruptcy la :s, and sweep- 
ing resolutions against further restrictive 
legislation against oleomargarine at the 
behest of the butter trust.“ The morning 
session was devoted to reports and minor 
discussion. At the afternoon session th 
address of State Food Commissioner Pat- 
terson was followed by short addresses by 
State Chemist Dr. E. N. Eaton. Scores of 
questions by various delegates drew out dis- 
cussion covering nearly every phase of food 
adulteration and the laws for its regulation. 


Grocers Should Be Pharmacists. 


Dr. Eaton suggested that merchants who 
dispense food products should be required 
to pass as rigid examinations as pharmacisis 
and physicians, and be licensed to conduct 
grocery business. The suggestion met the 
informal indorsement of the convention. 
Following this discussion, voluminous reso- 
lutions were presented from the Chicago 
Retail Grocers and Butchers’ association 
condemning further restrictive legislation 
against butterine manufacture. Half a score 
of whereases covered the history of butter- 
ine legislation upon artificial butter and 
resolutions condemned the Grout and Tow- 
ney bills and ‘‘ condemn any further restric- 
tive legislation at the behest of the butter 
trust against the manufacture of butterine.’’. 
The resolution was read and referred to the 
Committee on Legislation, which committee, 
in making their final report just before the 
close of the session, recommended the adop- 
tion of this resolution. It was adopted 
unanimougly by the convention. 


Pure Food Bill Indorsed. 

The resolution favoring the Mann pure food 
bill was reported favorably and adopted. A 
strong resolution was adopted condemning 
the parcels post bill. The bankruptcy law 
was thrown into the convention without ac- 
tion by the committee. Many motions were 
argued and defeated. The chair was finally 
instructed to appoint a committee of three 
with power to engage counsel, draft a-bank- 
ruptcy bill, and with the State Executive 
Board to introduce the bill in Congress.

Reciprocity means the fur 
nishing of a market to the value of about 
$86,000,000 for American manufactures, and 
those who are working for the Cubans pro- 
pose to show that this country could afford 
to wipe out the beet sugar industry alto- 
gether in return for the market which Cuba 
will furnish when it has recovered from the 
devastation following the war and its com 
merce has resumed its normal condition. 
Laying aside the moral obligation of the

Effect of the Reductions. 


Cuba has asked for 50. per cent reduction 
in the duties on sugar and tobacco, and there. 
is a disposition to grant 25 per cent. On the 
basis of a 88 1-3 per cent cut Cuba would get 
a reduction of $9,600,000 on this year’s crop 
of sugar, which is estimated at 800,000 tons, 
In return for this reduction the United 
States would secure preferential rates on its 
meats, breadstuffs, machinery, and agri- 
cultural machinery, and secure a market 
which it does not now enjoy. é 

Some idea of what this market amounts 
to will be gathered when it is known that 
last year the total imports into Cuba 
amounted to $66,167,642, of which amount 
only $28,475,000 was from the United States, 
while $37,692,641 came from other foreign 
countries. 
According to a careful estimate 
by Colonel Tasker H. Bliss, the Collector of 
the port of Havana, if a reciprocal arrange 
ment had been in effect all of these goods 
would have come from the United States but 
$10,000,000 worth. Thus the United States 
would have practically monopolized the en- 
tire trade of Cuba. | 

Under prosperous conditions the trade of 
Cuba will amount to at least $100,000,000. 
almost immediately, and Colonel Bliss esti- 
mates this country would get $86,000,000 of 
it, In two years, he estimates, the imports 
of Cuba will increase to $150,000,000, and 
under a reciprocal arrangement the United 
States would control it.

Uncle Sam sold his Cuban wards closely 
woven cotton goods to the value of $107,340, 
while Europe sold the same goods to the 
value of $1,037,000, Loosely woven cotton 
cloths and muslins from the United States 
were valued at $337,560, and those from 
across the Atlantic were valued at $2,369,000. 
American wearing apparel! valued at $34,454 
was sold to Cuba, while those from Europe 
were valued at $127,000. Fish products to 
the value of $237,622 were imported from the 
United States, but Europe sold Cuba goods 
of this class to the value of $1,007,207. . 
Cheese to the value of $460,732 was imported 
in Cuba, and of this amount the United States 
sold but $509,383 worth. 

All along the line it is shown by this state- 
ment that the European nations sell to Cuba 
more goods than does the United States 
This is true of meat, butter, potatoes, knit 
goods, and a large number of other articles.

Committees Find No Basis for Com- 
plaint in the Manner of Closing Out 
the Rye Contracts and Report That

The reports of the Board of Trade commit- 
tees which investigated George H. Phillips’ 
affairs were formally submitted yesterday. 
As already outlined, the Rye Deal committee 
finds no basis for complaint as to the manner 
of closing out therye contracts. 

The committee appointed to investigate 
the circumstances surrounding the failure 
finds no basis for charges against Mr. Phil- 
lips. The committee attributes the failure 
chiefly to extremely optimistic views on the 
part of Mr. Phillips, which precluded the ex- 
ercise of “a wise, conservative, and safe 
business judgment.“ 

Commenting on the criticism on his op- 
timistic views Mr. Phillips said: ‘I have 
always had marked ideas, and when I think 
I see a thing I stick to it. I think the course 
of the markets have generally borne me out 
in the views I have taken of them for the last 
three years. 

“ When I started up in business last Sep- 
tember corn was 60 cents, oats 39 cents, and 
wheat 72 cents for May. Corn went to 0 
cents, oats to 48 cents, and wheat to 85 cents.

On the morning of the ceremony of pro- 
rogation of Parliament he sent for one of the 
crowns from the Tower of bondon, had it 
carried before him along with the other re- 
galia in the procession into the House of 
Lords, and on seating himself upon the 
throne there took the crown ffom its bearer 
and placed it on his own head, thus crowning 
himself, much to the amagement of ail pres- 
ent.

Old Sina, who was a self-made man, in the 
least pleasant sense of the word, had four 
daughters, all of whom sacrificed happiness 
to rank in their marriages. One became the 
wife of the Austrian Count Wimpfen. But 
she divorced him when she found that he 
was making use of his position as Postmast- 
er General in a manner not contemplated 
either by the government or by his matri- 
monial obligations. 3 

It will be sufficient to say that the de- 
termining causes of the divorce were fur- 
nished by hordes of telegr girls and 
postmistresses, whom the Count considered 
it part and parcel of his duty to recruit 
personally. Another daughter of old Sina 
married Prince Ypsilanti, formerly Greek 
Minister at Vienna. He ran through all his 
own money and his wife’s, was forced to re- 
sign his diplomatic mission on account pf the 
unsavory financial scundals in which he be- 
came involved, and ultimately committed 
suicide, his widow being gazetted as a bank- 
rupt a few years after his death. The third 
daughter married the Duke de Castries, 
brother or the late Marechale MacMahon, 
Duchess of Magenta, and on the death of her 
first husband, who neglected her and 
squandered her fortune, became the wife of 
Viscount Emmanuel Harcourt, who was 
secretary to Marshal MacMahon when the 
latter was President of the French republic. 

The former Duchess of Castries and her 
present husband are among the most con- 
spicuous figures on the French turf today, 
and the Duchess still owns one of the most 
successful racing stables in France. The 
fourth daughter, who died a few years ago, 
contracted an extremely unhappy marriage 
with Prince George Mavrocordato, whose 
demise is just reported from Paris. 

The Mavrocordatos played a considerable 
role in the war of Greek independence in the 
| early part of the last century, but have no 
right to the title of Prince, nobillary titles 
being not only u ized and abolished, 
but even forbidden, by the Greek law and 
constitution.
